New York, Jan. 25. — The tedious 


manner in which selection of jurors 
has proceeded in trial of Harry Thaw 
makes it difficult to predict when the 
trial panel of 12 will finally be filled. 
The order of the court that the jury 
must be kept together under the care 


i of bailiffs had the apparent effect ot 


making many of the talesmen reluc- 
tant to serve. Various excuses wera 
offered, one man declaring that to be 
locked up for two months would so 
wrack his nerves as to make a calm 
consideration of the case an impossi- 
bility. He was excused. Fifty tales- 
men have been examined. If the ratio 
continues it will require two or three 
days to complete the jury. There is 
a feeling among the attorneys, how- 
ever, that both sides will try to facili- 
tate matters as much as possible. Of 
the 30 peremptory challenges each al- 
lowed the prosecution and the defense, 
the former has used eight and the lat- 
ter six. The defense seemed willing 
to accept any talesman who made rea- 
sonable answers to the questions pro- 
pounded by the district attorney. 
The fact that attorneys for Thaw 
asked several of the talesmen if they 
had any prejudice against any particu- 
lar line or character of defense, was 
taken by many to indicate that the 
defense may be either the so-called' 
"unwritten law" or emotional insanity, 
or a combination of both. Thaw's at- 
torneys again offered no objection, 
however, to the district 
attorney's 


fiuestions as to whether or not the pro- 
posed jurors would be guided by the 
actual law as laid down by the court 
to the exclusion of any fanciful law 
they might themselves import into tha 
case. Each of tbe accepted jurora 
promised to abide by the interpreta- 
tion of the court. 


Mrs. William Thaw, mother of the 


defendant, was not in court. She is 
greatly fatigued and was at one time 
on the verge of a collapse. She re- 
mained in her apartments, where she 
was attended by her daughter, tha 
Countess 
of Yarmouth. The other 


members of the family were in their 
accustomed seats in court behind the 
defendant. Howard Nesbit, a brother 
of Mrs. Harry Thaw, also was in court, 
sitting well in the rear with the man 
who was Stanford White's Hcretary. 
Neither he nor his sister glanced at 
the other.

Socialists the Most Numerous and

Review of the Situation. 


Berlin, Jan. 25.—After an extraordi- 


nary campaign, balloting for members 
of the reichstag is proceeding today 
throughout the empire, and indica- 
tions are that an unusually heavy vote 
will be polled. 
Although the result 


does not constitutionally determine 
the retaining of office or the retire- 
ment of the chancellor, Prince Von 
Buelow, and his secretaries of state, 
yet the issue* are of unusual interest. 
Prince Von Buelow asks the country 
to approve the government's colonial 
policy and to give him a majority in 
the reichstag that shall make the gov- 
ernment independent of the Catholic 
party, organized under the name of 
the Center party. 


Center leaders describe the ques- 


tion as one between the intelligent 
control of appropriations by parlia- 
inent'ann1S[Kp"assive~afcceptance of gov- 
ernment proposals, whether econom- 
ical or not. The Centrists also push 
forward the religious question in their 
canvass. The Centrist leaders ask 
that Prince Von Buelow shall retire 
if the country does not return a ma- 
jority favorable to the government. 
The Right party supports the gov- 
ernment on principle. Among the par- 
ties of the Left, the National Liberals 
and the three Radical factions regard 
this as an opportunity to increase the 
Influence ef Liberalism, because the 
government finds itself without the 
support of the Catholics, and turns for 
this occasion at least toward the Lib- 
erals and Radicals. The complaint of 
the Liberal elements is that Prince 
Von Buelow and the government do 
not promise much. 


It is the Socialists who threaten 


every interest, monarchical, religious 
or financial, and who are the most nu- 
merous and most powerfully 
led. 


They cast about one-third of the votes 
at the last election, and if these num- 
bers are increased it will add to the 
government's apprehension. The po- 
sition of parties in the last reichstag 
and the number of votes cast for each 
in 1903 were:

"Washington, Jan. 25.—The weather 


bureau issued a bulletin showing the 
Ohio river at Evansville reached over 
11 feet above the flood stage, and that 
the crest of the flood should pass into 
the lower Mississippi Saturday.

EXAMINATION OF ALL HEALTH 


OFFICERS BY STATE BOARD 


IS FAVOKF1). 


Ohio Riier Receding;—Killed Oicr 


A IMce Game—Biu-keje Ae-ns 


Told Briefly. 


Columbus, O , Jan, 25.—About one 


hundred health officers attended tha 
conference here between the state and 
municipal bo»rds of health, the latter 
representing all places of 3,000 popu- 
lation and over. 
The conference 


adopted resolutions favoring the ap 
pointment of county health officers 
and the examination of all health offi- 
cers by the state hoard. A committee 
was appointed^ to draft a bill to be 
presented to the legislature providing 
for the appointment of county health 
officers. 
The object is to give such 


officers jurisdiction over parts of coun- 
ties not now conti oiled by municipal 
boards. 


The law under which the conference 


was held provides for conferences be- 
tween the state board and all the local 
boards of health of the state. It was 
first proposed to hold two conferences, 
one for places under 3,000 and another 
for cities of 3,000 and above. As the 
former includes all township boards 
it would bring together about 2,000 
delegates. Believing such a large body 
to be unwieldy, the state board of 
health decided to divide the next con- 
ference, making one session for the 
northern half of the state and the 
other for the southern half. One of 
these conferences will be held in June 
and the other in October. 


Beer Blew Up In Court. 


Upper Sandusky, O., Jan. 25. — In 


bringing exhibits into the courtroom 
in the search and seizure cases of E. 
R. Ilor, Philip Alheim and Emert 
Hauff, a bottle of whisky was broken 
and spilled over Judge Tobias' desk. 
During the proceedings a case of beer, 
being too near the radiator, became 
overheated and several bottles ex- 
ploded. Judge' Tobias was splashed 
from head to foot. 
The defendants 


•were recently fined $150 and costs and 
appealed the case.

REVERSED BY THE PEOPLE 


English Voters Call a Halt as to Mu- 


nicipal Ownership. 


The most dramatic incident In the 


history of municipal government oc- 
curred on Nov. 1, when the greatest 
City in the world reversed its policy 
in regard to municipal ownership by 
an overwhelming vote. 
For several 


years the "Progressives," as the munic- 
fpal ownership party called itself, have 
controlled the London county coun- 
cil, which has charge of most matters 
affecting the city as a whole, and of 
seventeen of the twenty-eight borough 
councils, Tvhich deal with local matters, 
one borough being noupartisan. After 
the borough council election on Nov. 1 
his party vras left in control of but 
wo boroughs, having elected with their 
allies, the so called "Laborites," only 
292 councilmen out of 1,302. That it 
was a popular and not a class victory 
s shown by the fact that the "Pro- 
gressives" were beaten worst in the 
>oroughs where the heaviest vote was 
cast. 


Such a political upheaval must have 


an adequate cause, and the cause in 
the case was the rapid increase in 
taxes, and consequently rents, -which 
resulted from the taking over by the 
city or its boroughs of tramways, elec- 
Tic lighting, waterworks, 
etc., 
the 


building of luxurious public baths and 
other expenditures of public money out 
of all proportion to the results attain- 
ed. This lavishness bad raised- the bor- 
ough tax rate in the boroughs control- 
ed by the "Progressives" 40 per cent 
above the rate in the other boroughs. 
A few examples of the losses incurred 
may be of interest. 


In Islington the street lighting costs 


nearly three times as much per mile 
as in the boroughs lighted, by private 
companies. In St. Pancras the cost is 
nearly as high, while in Woolwich, in 
spite of the high cost, the loss for the 
current year is expected to reach $50,- 
000. 
In Bermondsey and Southwark 


Lhe councils have refused an offer from 
a private company to light the streets 
at half the cost under municipal man- 
agement 
The same condition exists 


In commercial lighting, for the Aerated 
Bread company found that the bills for 
its depots in municipally lighted bor- 
oughs were 11G per cent higher than 
the rate paid to private companies. 


In Shoreditch the palatial public 


baths, built within a stone's throw of 
baths erected by a local philanthropist. 
are now closed for lack of custom, 
though interest must still be paid on 
the investment and the borough has 
lost the taxes previously paid by the 
property. 
And in Poplar each bath 


taken in the public baths costs the tax- 
payers 20 cents in addition to what 
the bather pays for his ticket. . 


In this borough cases were proved 


in \vhieh outdoor relief was given to 
families earning $500 a year, equiva-, 
lent to $850 in this country, while the" 
fare in the workhouse was better than 
could be afforded by the average inde- 
pendent -wage earner. 


Examples of this sort could be multi- 


plied indefinitely, and the same condi- 
tions exist in. the work carried on by 
the London county council, which, for 
example, is paying 47 per cent nore 
for inferior brickwork than the st-lnd- 
ard contract price for the best work. 
The failure of its municipal ferry is 
typical of its waste of public money, 
and the county council election to be 
held next spring is expected to result 
similarly to the borough council elec- 
tion. 


The Pall Mall Gazette eums the sit- 


uation up by saying: 


"You may confiscate capital, but you 


cannot confiscate that mighty force of 
self interest -which belongs to the great 
generating station of all human ac- 
tivity. 
Municipal trading, conducted 


by amateurs and financed out of an 
open and bottomless pocket, can never 
be more than a weak and false imita- 
tion of real commerce and industry. 
If the city council collected its capital 
by the issue of prospectuses to the 
.public, who would invest a sovereign 
On the faith of its promises of the rep- 
utation of its directing committees? 
And if the ratepayer is -wise he will 
'take care that his money-does not find 
its Tray by compulsion into specula- 
tions where he most assuredly -would 
never place it by choice."

GAY FLIGHT IN BALLOON. 


Topic Aeronaut** Shouted 


Tear {Zrcctiugv l-*roiii Cloud*. 


tJpoii the arrival iu St. Louis of J. 


C. McCoy ami Alan R. Hawley from 
Pearl, 111., Mr. McCoy gave the follow- 
ing interesting description of the trip 
in the balloon Orient, made on New 
Xear's day. says :i St. Louis dispatch: 


"We passed over St. Louis at an alti-

When we 
finally let out some gas and descended 
below the clouds we were surprised to 
loarti tji^t """« bn»l crossed the Mis^N- 
sippi river and -were over Illinois, hov- 
ering above Calhoun county. We were 
near enough to the earth to make in- 
quiries of a party of men who were 
clearing timber. They told us that we 
were then about twelve miles south of 
Pearl, the nearest railroad station. We 
concluded to remain in the air half an 
hour longer and drifted toward the 
railroad. 


"Along the journey we amused our- 


selves by shouting 'Happy New Year' 
from the clouds. We had a big mega- 
phone. "We must have frightened some 
of the natives of Calhoun county out 
of their wits. No doubt some of them 
thought the angels were flying through 
the air and extending New Year greet- 
ings. 


'•The chickens all took to flight when 


they saw our- approach. Once we sail- 
ed over a sheep pen low enough for 
our guide rope to drag through the 
flock. They broke "out of the pens and 
fled belter skelter through the woods. 
We saw many flocks of wild duck and 
could have had great sport shooting 
them if we had had guns. 


"We did not attain a higher altitude 


than 1,800 feet, and the coldest weath- 
er we encountered was 39 degrees 
above zero. 
We had no searchlight 


or we would have remained in the'bal- 
loon all night. It would have been a 
beautiful night for a flight above the 


• clouds, as the moon was shining bril- 
liantly. But it would have been dan- 
gerous without lights by which to ex- 
amine our instruments to determine 
our altitude and direction of flight. 


"We finally saw a party of men busk- 


Ing corn in a field and decided that it 
would be a good place to descend. The. 
balloon came to the earth easily and 
was quickly deflated. We lauded on 
George Retzer's farm. The men help- 
ed us in every possible way in pack- 
ing the balloon for shipment. The bal- 
loon -was loaded into a farm wagon, 
and we started for Pearl about 7:30 
p. m. It was raining hard, and the 
roads were a sea of mud. It was after 
11 o'clock when •we got to Pearl. 


"During the entire trip we threw 


over but three of our eleven bags of 
ballast. The "gas proved to be perfect 
for ballooning. 
The test satisfies us 


that we have made no mistake in se- 
lecting St. Louis as the starting point 
for the balloon races next fall." 


The international balloon race this 


.fear for the Gordon Bennett trophy, 
won last year in France by Lieutenant 
Frank P. Lahm of the "United States, 
will be held at St. Louis on Saturday, 
Oct. 19. Assurances have already been 
received by the officers of the club that 
most of the leading foreign countries 
will be represented in the contest." The 
formal challenge from France was re- 
ceived some time ago, and entries for 
the event will close on Feb. 1.

Bread winners are de- 
fined as those earning money regu- 
larly by labor, contributing to the 
family support or appreciably assist- 
ing in mechanical or agricultural in- 
dustry.

occupation for ccildivn is that 
of 


agricultural laborers, the number of 
children 10 to 15 years old so em- 
ployed being 1,054,441;. 


. Next in importance comes domes- 


tic service, or the occupation of ser- 
vants and waiters, in which 3S,OG5 
children were employed, 
most 
of 


them being girls. 


About 
one-third of the 
children 


employed .in gainful occupations were 
15 years of age and mure than one- 
half were 14 or 15 years old.
